M atthew, originally called Lev i, was a nativ e of 
Galilee, bu t Scrip tu re does not say of which city , nor 
of which tribe of Israel. 
Althou gh a Jew, he ap p arently enjoy ed the confidence 
of the Romans, whom he serv ed as a p u blican or tax 
collector. His job was that of collecting cu stom du ties 
and fees from p ersons and commodities that p assed ov er 
the Sea of Galilee, or along the p ortion of the Damascu s 
road that sk irted it. 
After Jesu s called him to be an ap ostle, M atthew, 
who was ev idently a man of means, gav e a feast at his 
home. In addition to Jesu s, who was p robably gu est of 
honor, he inv ited others of the discip les as well as sev eral 
p u blicans and friends. 
His idea in giv ing su ch a banq u et wou ld ap p ear to 
be twofold: to mark the end of one way of life and the 
beginning of a new way as a discip le of Jesu s; and to 
giv e his former comp anions an op p ortu nity to k now 
something of the new Gosp el that had changed his life. 
M atthew’s p ersonal statu re grows when seen in the 
p ersp ectiv e of his p ersonal life and env ironment p rior 
to his meeting Jesu s: a man of edu cation and wealth, 
the handler of money — that sy mbol of materialism and 
wordly greed— he had only to be hidden, “Follow me,” 
and he tu fned his hack resolu tely and finally u p on the 
p ast. 
After the Ascension, M atthew remained in Jeru salem 
with the other Apostles. On the day of Pentecost, accord­ 
ing to the Scrip tu ral accou nt, he receiv ed the gift of 
the Holy Sp irit.

It is going to occur suddenly to millions of 
international worry-warts in the next few days 
that ev erything in the Middle East is as bad 
as it wras before, except the name of the bad­ 
ness now is going to be “Egypt ’ again. 
Israel has tak en itself off the spot. Britain 
and France prev iously had tak en themselv es off 
the spot. Ev en the Sov iet Union is not on the 
spot as directly as it was a year ago. 
But the spot is there, and Egypt is on it. The 
spot is unsettled trouble between Egypt and 
Israel set aside eight years ago by an armis­ 
tice. More accurately it is unsettled trouble 
generated by friction between the growing na­ 
tionalism of Arab countries and the dading co­ 
lonialism of countries which once ran the Medi­ 
terranean world to suit themselv es. Among 
many things the Arabs resent is the cultiv ation, 
by the West of the new state of Israel in their I 
midst. 
Before long, it will hav e been a year since 
Egypt nationalized the Suez Canal and brought 
tension to a climax in the Middle East. The 
climax is still in existence — a fact that will 
become uncomfortably plain now that Israel has 
stepped aside to let the world get an unob­ 
structed v iew of Egypt.

Fully a week has gone by since 
the Senate passed the Eisenhower 
Doctrine Resolution and the v ote 
rev ealed a serious cleav age inside 
the Democrat­ 
ic party. But 
t h i s 
cor­ 
respondent has 
noted a curi­ 
ous silence in 
the press dis­ 
patches on the 
fact that such 
a split has oc­ 
curred. 
If 
the 
Re- 
Dav id Lawrence 
publican 
par­ 
ty had div ided in the same way 
and a substantial number of Re­ 
publican 
v otes 
had 
been 
cast 
against the resolution, 
the air 
would hav e been filled for sev eral 
days with outcries about the “fail­ 
ure” of the Eisenhower leadership 
and about the new strength of the 
so-called “isolationist” or "right 
wing” bloc in Congress. 
But it so happens that 43 Repub­ 
licans supported the Eisenhower 
Doctrine Resolution in the Senate 
and only 4 were against it. This 
is remark able unanimity and a tri­ 
bute to the Eisenhower leadership. 
It so happens, on the other hand, 
hat, although the Democrats con­ 
trol the Senate, only 31 Democratic 
senators v oted for the resolution 
and 18 were recorded as against 
it. 


DOES THIS MEAN that the 
Democrats now hav e an “isolation­ 
ist” wing in the Senate and that 
the Republicans hav e abandoned 
their “isolationism”? 
If so, American prestige abroad 
—which we hav e been told “has 
sunk low” during the Republican 
era because of a fear of Repub­ 
lican isolationism—must be bounc­ 
ing back upward. 
Or is there a nerv ousness now 
in Britain and France and grav e 
concern ov er the 
“isolationist” 
wav e 
in the Democratic party 
which might bode ill for the whole 
foreign-aid program in Congress 
this year? 
Again and again during the last 
campaign, the country was told by 
Democratic party spok esmeif that 
t h e Republican administration 
should not be returned to powrer 
because it could not command a 
united party. 
Again and again Adlai Stev en­ 
son hammered away at that theme 
and many of the so-called “liber­ 
als” took it up in their writings. 
Much was said, too, to the effect 
t h a t 
President 
Eisenhower 
wouldn’t be able to control his own 
arty in his* second term because 
e wouldn’t be running again and 
couldn’t be of further use to Re­ 
publican candidates in future elec- 
ions. 


BUT IT TURNS OUT that some­ 
thing sensational has happened. 
Nev er before has such unanimity 
prev ailed in the Republican party 
on an international issue, with the 
possible exception of the v ote in 
1955 on the resolution authorizing 


the President to use the armed 
forces to protect Formosa. 
It is significant, too, that, al­ 
though the Formosa resolution was 
opposed in the Senate by only two 
Democrats and one Republican, 
apparently at least 15 Democratic 
senators now would refuse to giv e 
the President of the United States 
the same authority to use Ameri­ 
can armed forces to deal with 
troubled situations abroad. 
The Democrats in the House of 
Representativ es hav e not gon e 
along with their colleagues in the 
Senate and under the statesman­ 
lik e leadership of Speak er Ray­ 
burn, v oted in ov erwhelming num­ 
bers for the Eisenhower Doctrine 
Resolution. This only serv es to 
emphasize the lack of unity among 
the Democrats in Congress as a 
whole. 


SOME WORDS OF ALARM hav e 
been expressed by a few Demo­ 
cratic senators—who do fav or in­ 
ternational cooperation on the 
economic side and also military as­ 
sistance where America is inv ited 
to aid—lest the growth of a Demo­ 
cratic party bloc in opposition to 
such policies may tend to hurt the 
position which the Democrats as 
a party hav e tak en in the past. 
Certainly the trend away from 
policies of international coopera­ 
tion is noticeable among the Dem­ 
ocrats in the Senate despite the 
v aliant efforts of Sen. Lyndon 
Johnson of Texas, majority lead­ 
er, to k eep the party in line. 
A sizable bloc of Democrats is 
defying the leadership, and some 
of its members are talk ing lik e 
the Republican isolationists of the 
19 20’s. They can hardly be classi­ 
fied as “modern Democrats.” 
This dev elopment is a discourag­ 
ing one but it seems to hav e 
escaped the notice of the many 
writers who are always in the 
forefront of the critics of the Ei­ 
senhower administration with the 
v ague charge that the State De­ 
partment has “no foreign policy; 
or that 
it 
“lack s 
imaginativ e 
ideas.” 
Plenty has been written, more­ 
ov er, about a triv ial circumstance 
that occurred when the news dis­ 
patches from the Middle East hap­ 
pened to be good one day and Ik e 
called this to the attention of the 
country in a casual remark dur­ 
ing one of his speeches. 


PLENTY’ HAS also been writ­ 
ten about the Eisenhower Doctrine 
“leak ” to the press before Con­ 
gress could organize its commit­ 
tees and receiv e the information. 
But when 18 Democrats out of 
49 in the Senate repudiate the in­ 
ternational policies of the party— 
as expressed in the Marshall Plan, 
the Truman Doctrine and in Korea 
—somehow or other there is a 
tendency in some quarters here to 
ignore a really important piece of 
news about a trend that could ad­ 
v ersely affect the whole course of 
the United States in fighting the 
“cold war” against the Sov iets.

' Latest of the school systems to open dis­ 
cussion of year-around use of school buildings 
is Clev eland. Its superintendent has been di­ 
rected to study a plan to k eep the system oper­ 
ating 52 week s a year, with one quarter of 
the students on v acation each quarter-term. 
An alternativ e plan to be studied in Clev e­ 
land would k eep the buildings in use only 48 
week s a year, also with pupils tak ing v acations 
each querter. 
The immediate purpose in Clev eland, as in 
all places where the plan is under considera­ 
tion at this time, is to spare taxpayers further 
capital inv estments in school buildings until 
the buildings already in exisence ye in full 
u se. 
But the ultimate effect would be in education, 
itself. Once 
year-around 
education 
became 
common, there would be an opportunity for 
year-around study by pupils who want to get 
the most possible education in the least pos­ 
sible time.

This will be imperativ e for students who 
Vant to tak e adv anced training; they cannot 
afford to mark time three months a year with 
college and post-graduate work awaiting them. 
Moreov er, the country cannot afford to 
let 
them mark time.

NEW YORK (^—The National 
Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
says a New Mexico boy is the 
first child positiv ely known to 
hav e died of polio after three Salk 
v accine shots. 
The youngster. Tommy Mohr, 
Albuquerque, died last January. 
A foundation spokesman said the 
boy apparently was a rare indiv id­ 
ual upon whom the v accine had 
no effect. 
The spokesman said that doe

Baltimore confirmed that Tom­ 
my’s death was due to polio. He 
said the youngster receiv ed his 
third shot four months before he 
contracted the disease and this 
ruled out any chance that he had 
become infected by the v accine. 
In three other cases reported of 
children dying of polio after v ac­ 
cination. the foundation said, in 
v estigation showed the following: 
One v ictim had not been v ac­ 
cinated; a second died of another 
disease; and in the third case 
there had been no autopsy and 
thus no way to firmly determine: 
that the v ictim had polio.

CLEVELAND IB—Hopes of stag­ 
ing the 19 59 Pan American Games 
in Cleveland are not very bright 
today. 
A State Department spokesman

recommend a federal appropria­ 
tion fcr the games. 
Douglas F. Roby, president of 
the Pan Am Games committee, 
said in Detroit that full assur­ 
ances of the money must come 
before the weekend, 
when the 
committee meets in Caracas, \ en- 
ezuela. 
No plans for popular subscrip­ 
tion of funds have been made 
here. Cleveland s p o n s o r s are 
counting on a five million dollar 
federal appropriation, bond issues 
approved by the city and county 
voters and state aid to finance 
the games.
